They are the 
creation of a Paris shoemaker It 
takes about six months and many 
humming birds to make one pair, as 
the tiny breasts must be stitched to- 
gether to make a kind of cloth of fea- 
thers. The effect is very beautiful, 
the shoe gleaming with tones of reds 
and golds mingled.

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INSPECTOR OF PALACES, 


One Royal Official tn England Is Very 
Little Known. 

Mr. Sands, the inspector of Buck- 
ingham Palace, is an official the pub- 
lic hear little of, but he nevertheless 
holds an important and responsible 
position, and at the end of the Lon- 
don season when the Court leaves 
Buckingham Palace has an especially 
busy time of it. 

It is then that what is known. to 
most householders as “‘Spring clean- 
ing’ is done at Buckingham Palace, 
and the work is carried out under 
the direction and supervision of Mr. 
Sands. 

Several weeks before it is begun, 
says Pearsons, he inspects al] the de- 
partments’ in the palace, makes a 
note of any repapering or painting that 
will be required to be done in any 
of them. e also inspects all the 
lighting arrangements, and the water 
supply fittings, and sees that the 
drinking water is carefully tested. 

A report of the results of the in- 
spection is then made out and sub- 
mitted to the King. When it has 
been passed by His Majesty the work 
mended to done the in-

Every apartment where any paper- 
ing or painting is to be done is clear- 
ed of every vestige of furniture. 
Many of tnese rooms may contain 
immensely valuable ornaments and 
pictures. These are all packed in 
specially designed steel-lined cases, 
this is done by the inspector’s staff, 
and under his personai supervision. 

A list is made of all the articles 
that are packed and given to the in- 
spector, who locks the cases and takes 
cnarge of the keys. The cases are 
then sent down to one of the large 
strong-rooms, of which there are 
three on the basement floor of the 


\ palace where they are kept until the 


apartments from which the various 
articles have been removed are ready 
to be furnished again. 

The large furniture is removed dur- 
ing the cleaning out or papering and 
painting of any apartment tu a very 
spacious store-room on the second 
floor. 

Apart from the rooms that are re- 

papered and painted, every room in 
tne palace is cleaned out at this time 
of the year. The carpet in each room 
is first of all cleaned by the vacuum 
process and then it is taken up and 
the floor and all the woodwork thor- 
oughly scrubbed. 
_ ‘twelve rooms a day are cleaned out 
in this way until every room in the 
palace has been done. A staff of ten 
washerwomen do the washing. Several 
of the personal and state receptiou 
rooms at the palace are, of course, 
not carpeted, tne floors being of old 
polished oak. The floors of each of 
these apartments during the annual 
cleaning have to be repolished, a 
laborious task which takes several 
weeks to complete. 

Apart from the work mentioned the 
inspector of the palace has a great 
many other things to see to. He has 
to see that a host of minor repairs 
throughout the palace are attended 
to, and has to see that everything 
from the locks on the doors to the 
window sash cords are in perfect or- 
der before he leaves the palace. 

All the clocks in the palace are 
overhauled at this time of the year. 
This alone is in itself a big business, 
and it is done by contract. There are 
over three hundred clocks in the 
palace, and some of them are im- 
mensely valuable, There is a clock 
in the Queen's boudoir which was io 
the possession of Queen Elizabeth.

Professor Brooks has been looking 
up various sources of lime in New 
England markets, and he tinds tbat it 
varies considerably in cost and desir- 
ability. Quicklime is really the cheap- 
est form, because when buying it the 
purchaser doesnot have to pay for 
water that is taken up when siaking 
lime. 

One hundred pounds of quicklime 
contains as much essential lime as 132 
pounds of, siaked lime, thirty-two 
pounds being moisture from tbe air, 
and it contains as much as 178 pounds 
of raw limestone. 

Lime can be siaked in small heaps 
by applying just water enough to wet 
the lumps, using about two pailfuls of 
water to 100 pounds of time. After a 
few days it will have crumbled to a 
powder. Most farmers siake the lime 
before applying, as the unslaked lime 
is very disagreeable to use, even with 
a manure spreader protected with bur- 
lap. 

Finely ground lmestone or mari 
works well on light soils, but ground 
limestone costs more for the resnits 
obtained as compared with quicklime. 
Sometimes refuse lime frum tanneries 
is a very cheap source of lime, and it 
can usually be bad for the hauling.

CURIOUS RESERVOIRS. 


The Use te Which Baobab Trees 
Put In Africa. ; 

People of the Kordofan province, 
Africa, use baobab trees as reservoirs 
for the scanty water of that district. 
The trees bave to be prepared care- 
fully for this use. The large branches 
a¥e first cut off near the trahk. If this 
fe not done the trunk is apt to split as 
soon as it is hollowed out A hole is 
cut in. the trunk, generally just above 
a brunch, which serves as a platform 
for the man who is filling the tree, and 
the interior ts bollowed out. Round 
the bottom of the tree a shallow basin 
some twenty or thirty feet in diameter 
is made, in which the rainwater col- 
lects. As soon as there is a storm the 
people go out and fill their trees. The 
water sv stored remains perfectly good 
anti] the end of the next hot weather 
or even longer. A few trees, naturally 
hollow, have a bole at the top between 
the branches and fill themselves, the 
branches catching the water and act- 
ing as gutters. These are called “la- 
gai,” and are bigbly valued. 

The system gives a cistern twenty 


feet high and from eight to ten feet or | 


even more in diameter. Owing to the 


labor involved in preparing and filling | 


the trees water is usually bought and 
sold, and on the main roads where 
there is much traffic. as between Na- 
hud and Jebel ef Hilla on the way to 
El Fasber, the capital of Darfur, the 
people do a regular trade by supplying 
merchants and travelers with water. 
The bucket, called a

the sign ‘Deliver all goods here.” It 
is not absolutely essential to present 
the head in detached form, but for 
convenience in handling that method 
would meet with Government ap- 
proval.” 

This is the thought rather than the 
phrasing of a proclamation, referred 
to sarcastically by some as a bull, 
which is tacked on the outer walls of 
the imperial palace at Teheran as an 
inducement to some enterprising 
Kurd to solve a situation that other- 
wise is bound to be productive of 
considerable excitement in the king- 
dom of Persia in the near future.

here and there was seen a tired busi- 
ness man. And so Mohammed Ali, 
finding cond'tions and~ opportunity, 
alike favorable, has started to come 
back, using the words in both a geo- 
graphical and colloquial sense. Persia, 
im. 
mediately went ‘nto council on the 


state of the nation and issued the 
above proclamation. 
With Mohammed Ali out of the 


way, a regent as a figurehead and a 
national assembly, Persia took a 
step woieh woula heve given the 
average Shah aneur'sm of the aorta. 
It actually proceeded sanely to 
straighten out its finances for the 
purpose of seeing, if it stood at all, 
where it was. The National Assem- 
bly, with rare good judgment, sent 
to the United States for some one 
who knew the double sort of addit‘on 
and division.. It secured the services 
of William M. Shuster, a product of 
the Washington High School, who 
possesses this rare qual‘ty of being 
able to systematize monetary chaos. 
Persia made Shuster, who is not yet 
40 years old, treasurer general and 
gave him complete charge of taxes, 
revenue, credit and accounting. 
Sipahdar Salar, the 
Premier, knowing perhaps what ‘t 
meant, resigned his office and, taking 
a carriage, asked to be driven to 
Eurone—a Persian way of expressing 
his d‘sgust.

Africa, the Barbaray states 
or Persia, is not a gentleman of un- 
swerving integrity. What with ir-

toms, he is a most uncertain bag ah 
Having come to the aid of the Shah, 
it wasn’t long before the mounta'n 
nomadg had made him 4 prisoner.

In the fall when the clover and alfal- 
fa have become dry and woody I feed 
fodder corn which has not been ‘plant- 
ed so thick that it will not grow a 
large percentage of ears. This I feed 
in the pens in addition to a thin slop 
of cornmeal and middlings. The corn- 
meal is fed sloppy and sparingly at 
first, bot gradually increased until they 
are getting all they will clean up three 
times a day. I use plenty of water at 
first to make a thin slop, but later use 
only enough to make a crumply dough. 

Having no pasture for my fall pigs 8 
do the next best thing—use a substi- 
tute. My experience has been that in 
order to: grow a strong. thrifty hog 
with plenty of stamina and muscle you 
have got to give him a bulky food in 
connection with the concentrate, the 
same as you do other stock. : 

1 do not do as the majority of feed- 
ers do—feed the entire clover or alfalfa 
—as I find they waste too much. and 
I never have any to waste. All hay 
is well shaken ip the barn floor before 
it is thrown down the chutes for 
horses and cattle, ‘These blossoms and 
leaves are swept up daily and sacked.

corners only, and not along the sides, 
it is newer; join neatly by turning ip 
tbe edges; overcast a second row of 
braid to the first one. Baste the finish- 
ed motifs in each corner, being sure 
they are perfectly straight, buttonhole 
them to the linen, taking the stitches 
very close, but not allowing them to 
overlap, as tbat will spoil the best 
work. With small scissors cut the
